supplement of last week had an wtkle 
beaded "Farmers and Laborers, Look- 
out." Tbo writer, J 0 , like your corres 
pondcut, and a majority of our citizens, 
bad been disappointed in tho turn of af- 
fairs that took place at our 4th of July 
celebration, and bo appeals to Bit com 
ratios in tho farmers movement to beware 
of such men as spoke to us on that occa- 
sion. Wo had gone to considerable trouble 
and expense In fitting up the grounds and 
providing banners, inuslc, etc, -in antici- 
pation of a grand aoil onlbuniMllc old- 
time celebration, with our bokrts full ol 
patriotism and love for our country anil 
for our forefathers, who through Buffer- 
ings and blood gave it to us. Wo expect- 
ed our speakers to tell us why it was that 
the Declaration of Independence was de- 
clared, what the grievances of the people 
were that got it up, and what great and 
grand principle It enunciated, and with 
what unheard of love and heroism our 
fathers clang to 3t and fought for It, and 
finally triumphed over their oppressors 
and established tbo groitprlnolplo that all 
men are free and equal. Then wo expect- 
ed to hoar them toll what groat prosperity 
had attended us as a people; of our groat 
advancement In olvlll/4iUoii and chrla 
tlanlty—of our railroads and benevolent 
Institutions. But instead of all this what 
did wo hoar ? Why, a howl and « whine 
about taxation and corruption, and that 
from the eminent lawyer, tbc great ora- 
tor, the mighty banker, VANDITJSKR, of 
Taylprvlllo. lie spoke and road, and road 
and spoke, for two long hours, and the 
groat burden of his song was taxation! 
taxation t and corruption ! It was ruin- 
ing tho country. It was beggaring and 
Impoverishing us, and would finally, if 
not cheeked, lead us to irretrievable bank- 
ruptcy. Why, said he, wo have a Lunatic 
Asylum nt Jacksonville, and tho Legisla- 
ture had appropriated ono hundred and 
sixty thousand dollars to defray tbo ex- 
pounds of running It last year.

Its walla wore hung with 
tho fluent of pictures, and one of those, 
very small one, not much larger than his 
baud, bad cost niuo hundred dollars!— 
And then there was tbo finest of rose 
wood pianos, for tbo Misses Uhodos, with 
their finely tapoied fingers, to play upon! 
And thun there was tho fine graveled walks, 
shaded with evergreens, and all tbls for 
throe or four hundred blind persons who 
couldn't see any of tho finery pertaining to 
lh» Institution 1 Then there was an Bye 
and Ear Inflrfoary at Chicago, run at 
groat expense lo tho people 1 It was all 
wrong; thoy should bo run by private en- 
terprise, and not by general taxation,— 
And then there was Iho Normal University 
at llloorulngton, with another great ex 
pouso, and very little good growing out of 
It, ho did not know of but ono man in

Ho (Vandovoor) 


was down on our present froo school sys- 
tem, and advocated tht doctrine tbat a rich 
man could send Ms children to a fifteen 
cent school, and tbo poor man sbould send 
to a ten cent school.
